Create New PAP Order

Research medications for
enrollment availability, complete
order form, identify refill reminder &
follow-up dates, & documents to include
like the IRS 4506-T form.

Print Application
Review the application for correct
info, use a yellow highlighter to mark
the area for the provider to sign
quickly, remind the patient to date/sign
& the provider sign ASAP.

Denied Applications
Review information for denial.
Information could be incorrect or the
patientincome is above the limit.
ldentifying monthly medical expenses
can help the drug manufacturer in making
an exception on occasion.

Refills & Follow-Ups

Once the patient is approved for 1-
year into the drug program, refills
will need to be done every 3 months
forthat drug & reminders will
show up in Drug Assistant.
